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Action line 


I understand that free at-home 


medical follow-up nursing service is 
available for Medicare patients under 
Title 18 programs. The programs are 
administered by a home health nursing 
service according to what I've heard. 
Can you help me out on who is eligible 
and how you obtain the free service? 


Medicare provides in-home nursing 


or therapy care under two programs, 
the hospital insurance and the medical 
insurance programs, according to local 
Social Security Mgr. David Helmer. 


There are several criteria to qualify 


for the services, the foremost being that 
the patient already be receiving 
medicare insurance benefits. (He or 
she would, therefore, have to be at least 
65-years-old.) The patient's doctor 
must arrange for the service, not the 
patient. 


If a doctor feels that the patient needs 


such services, an individual may 
qualify for up to 100 in-home visits by 
medical personnel a year. 


The individual must be medically 


confined to the home and the services 
must be performed by an approved 
agency. There is one such agency 
locally, which is based in Athens but 
maintains an extension office here, 
Helmer said. 


If the care is provided under the 


hospital insurance plan, then the 
patient must have been hospitalized for 
at least three consecutive days for the 
ailment to be treated in the home as 
well. 


There is no new application to sub- 


mit, since the service is a part of the 
Medicare insurance program, Helmer 
said, but the doctor is the one who 
decides if the patient needs such ser- 
vices. 


Further specifics and descriptions of 


the program are detailed in the 
Medicare handbook each 
recipient 


receives when he begins receiving his 
Medicare payments. If you have fur- 
ther specific questions, you may con- 
tact your physician or the Social 
Security office here. 


There have been rumors going 


around town that a Wyatt's Cafeteria Is 
going to open at Navarro Mall, in the 
old A & P Supermarket building. I 
would like to know if this is so, and if so, 
when it will open. A good cafeteria 
would be quite an asset to Corsicana, 
and I know of no one that knows this 
type of operation better than Wyatt's. 


Wyatt's Cafeterias has looked at 


Corsicana as a potential site, but 
decided that the population wasn't big 
enough for them to invest in a cafeteria 
here, according to a spokesman at the 
Wyatt's general offices in Dallas. 


The guideline the company uses is 


that a city must have a population of 
35,000 or more for them to build a 
cafeteria, according to the spokesman. 


And while they expressed an interest 


in watching the population trend here, 
the company said it would be at least 
another three or four years before they 
feel Corsicana will be large enough for 
another look at the idea of a Wyatt's 
location here. 


As I drove past the Palace Theater a 


couple of weeks ago, I saw several 
busloads of small children unloading 
and going in. I saw nothing unusual 
until I noticed what was posted on the 
marquee, which was "Night of the 
Living Dead." Anyone who has seen 
"Night of the Living Dead" knows that 
it is probably the most profuse display 
of blood,guts, and other assorted gore 
ever produced.

Bowie Elementary School Principal 
Sharon Eddins, was a group of second, 
third, and fourth graders going to see a 
special showing of "Charlotte's Webb," 
a children's film.

of Philadelphia, Pa., which has spon- 
sored showings of children's classics 
for school groups across the country. 


The local showing was held at the 


Palace Theater while "Night of the 
Living Dead" was on the bill. 


But the kids didn't see all that 


violence. They had to wait to get home 
and see that on television. 


Is it possible for the American tax- 


payer to have published in the paper

Turning lane on 7th 
could cost $300,000 


State efforts to eliminate "the 


most serious bottleneck bet- 
ween Waco and Tyler" could 
cost Corsicanans about $300,000 
if this means construction of a 
continuous left-turn lane on W. 
7th Ave. 


City Manager Dick Ballenger 


told city commissioners during 
a Tuesday work session that the 
highway department had ap- 
proached 
him 
with 
the 


suggestion to widen Highway .31 
through town, adding that the 
state already owns the right-of- 
way along the street. 


Ballenger said that he had 


received highway department 
assurances 
that 
any 
con- 


struction, if undertaken, could 
be handled in phases to ease the 
financial impact upon the city's 
budget. The state would pay for 
all of the construction work. 


Ballenger said that widening 


the highway from 34th to 24th 
St. would cost about $30,000 as 
the city would have to relocate 
water and sewer lines. 


Ballenger added that other 


utility companies using the 
right of way would also have to 
relocate. The state, he said, 
estimated that it would need to 
widen the street seven feet on 
each side except on the eastside 
of town where the widening 
would be only about 2 feet per 
side. 


The 
major 
problem, 


Ballenger said, would come if 
the city agreed to have the left 
turn lane from 24th St. to Main. 
Utility adjustments would cost 
in the neighborhood of $250,000, 
he said. 


Commissioner Gene Johnson, 


explaining he would have to 
abstain if the subject ever came 


to a vote since he is a property 
owner along the street, said 
widening the road would prove 
a hardship to many businesses. 


As an example, he said the 


widened road would eliminate 
"one whole lane of parking" at 
the already crowded Eckerd's- 
Minyard shopping center. 


Under questioning, Ballenger 


said that the city's master plan 
calls for rerouting east-west 
traffic. 


Commissioner H.R. Stroube 


Jr., said he, too, favors a loop 
around the south of town, a 
position 
he 
reiterates 


periodically. 


Ballenger said that, while the 


state approached the city with 
the suggested change, he feels it 
iiinlikely for the state to proceed 
with the project without the 
city's approval.

"The entire bedroom was filled 
with smoke, and I was so weak 
when Taurus woke me up that I 
had to crawl out of the room." 


AUNT LOUISE, long-familiar 


name to many, was awakened 
by her cat pawing at her face in 
the smoke-filled room. After 
crawling into the next room 
"and 
filling my lungs with 


oxygen," Aunt Louise said she 
and her son dragged the mat- 
tress outside and hosed it down. 
All that was left the next 
morning was a badly burned set 
of box springs. 


The brush with death brought 


to her mind an inspirational 
service she had attended just 
two days before the incident, 
Aunt Louise said.

time for such a move. 


Norris said that increases 


were getting harder to un- 
derstand and the commission's 
ability to make knowledgeable 
decisions was strained. He also 
noted that, with the right of 
appeal included in the utility 
act, the state commission would 
get the case anyway.

TRINIDAD - 
This 
com- 


munity of approximately 1,500 
residents nestled on the east 
bank of the Trinity River in 
Henderson 
Cpunty 
has 
a 


problem, or as more aptly 
stated by City Secretary Ann 
Rounsavall, "we've got terrible 
problems." 


Those problems were the 


topic of discussion at last 
night's council meeting with 
Don Anderson, a city planning 
engineer 
for 
Lockwood, 


Andrews and Newham, Inc. of 
Houston. 


The 
council 
has 
invited 


Anderson to the meeting with 
hopes that he could assist in 
determining the city's needs in 
applying 
for 
a 
Community 


Development 
Block 
Grant, 


designed 
to provide 
federal 


funds to upgrade low income 
areas. 


MRS. 
ROUNSAVALL ex- 


plained 
that 
some 
of 
the 


problems facing the city are 
streets in need of repair, and 


water and sewer lines which 
either need to be repaired or 
new ones installed. She also 
explained that the city would 
like to annex areas north of the 
present city limits, but will be 
unable to do so unless city 
services can be offered the 
residents of that area. 


She said that if the proposed 


Tennessee Colony Lake is built, 
a dike will have to be built to 
protect the city from possible 
flooding, and that the city's 
water treatment plant will have 
to be moved. The Corps of 


Engineers will build the dike 
and move the water treatment 
plant, but Mrs. Rounsavall said 
the city would like to see the 
plant moved to the northern 
part of the city, thereby making 
it easier to extend service to 
that area the city wants to 
annex. 


Mrs. Rounsavall said the city 


didn't apply for a Community 
Development Block Grant this 
year "because we had no way of 
knowing what our needs are." 
She noted that a community 
planning program conducted by 


the East Texas 
Council of 


Governments in 1975, which 
included a master plan intended 
for 
future 
community 


development, has been of little 
use to the city. 


ANDERSON SAID HE would 


review that 1975 planning study 
and possibly come up with a 
proposal at a later date. 


Anderson noted that it will 


probably cost a minimum of 
$10,000 for his firm to analyze 
what the city presently has, set 
priorities, 
make 
recom- 


mendations and assist in setting 
up some means to go after the 
money to get those priorities 
accomplished. 


"You're in a plight," said 


Anderson, "we'll see if we can 
come up with any ideas to get 
these things done." 


"It takes money to get the 


things you want," he noted, 
"even in a small community, 
the amount of work isn't that 
much different than in a large 
city." 


He told the town council that 


he will "see if I can make 


something work with the $10,000 
figure." 


"I don't think you can do 


anything for less," he added. 


Mayor W.F. Miller said since 


the city does not have the 
$10,000 to pay for the Anderson's 
services, a bond election may 
have to be held in order to let 
the town's residents decide 
whether or not to spend that 
much 
money 
for 
planning 


services. 


HE SAID IF Anderson does 


come up with a proposal, it will 


have to be left up to the people 
to approve the project.

The console will be set so that 
the different areas monitored 
are scanned. 


"The prisoners will not be 


watched all the time, but the 
system will be set up to scan the 
jail and the other areas," the 
chief said. 


The system will be set up so 


that the dispatcher can watch 
all 
the areas 
around 
the 


department. Included in the 
grant, Massey said, will be a 
mini-cam video tape unit much 
like the ones used by the Dallas 
television stations. The chief 
explained that the video tape 
system will be used to film 


locations of crimes. 


"We'll use it for a variety of 


things including training," the 
chief said, "and we're happy we 
got the grant." 


He added that it was unusual 


for a city the size of Corsicana 
to have a closed circuit system 
like it is getting. He explained

the schools in the Corsicana 
Independent School District as

as 
many 
schools in

February. 


Shelton said the emphasis of 


the program will not be to just 
tell the children that using 
narcotics or smoking is wrong, 
but to explain what effect these 
things have on people. He added 
that general safety tips will be 
included as well as for bicycling 
and baby sitting.

Independent School District. He 


added 
that 
Superintendent 


Mark Culwell has reviewed and 
approved the materials to be 
used. 


Trantham said the program is 


geared for different age groups 
and the booklets to be used are 
written specifically for them. 
He added that around 11,800

businesses in the communities 
that use the program. 


Hr also said the program 


includes manuals for teachers 
and parents on how to teach the 
program to the children. 


The format for the program 


will be on a classroom basis 
where the sheriff will go and

WHEN TEXAS Water Rights 


Commission officials inspected 
the 
Ennis 
lake, 
it 
was 


discovered that water is slowly 
seeping from the dam. 


Mrs. 
Rose says a conditional 


permit was issued, but that the 
city will have two years to 
repair the dam. She said repair 


work on the dam must be 
started within one year. 


But the problem facing the 


city, explains, Mrs. Rose, is the 
cost of the project. She said 
engineering cost on the project 
is expected to exceed $20,000 
and "we have no idea how much 
it's going to cost" to repair the 


dam. The small lake built in 
1886 by the railroad, is adjacent 
or near to several new housing 
developments, said Mrs. Rose, 
and many property owners 
have built houses by the lake.
